It is deciduous, resting in winter and flowering in June. Plants of 
it may be seen flowering freely every summer in the stoves at Kew, 
wither it was sent about ten years ago by Sir John Kirk when British 
representative at Zanzibar." 

Bose (1 965) describes the plant as a "dwarf bushy shrub...propa¬ 
gated by ground layering". Hore & Bose (1968) report that Cycocal 
in 8000 ppm improves flowering and inhibits shoot growth and, in 
their experiments gave "100% increase in the number of flowers pro¬ 
duced" . 

The A n.JUto.guuieXoi 6163, cited by L<5pez-Palacios (1 977) as typical 
C. InciAum Klotzsch, will probably prove to be the var. mac.n.o6lpkon 
instead.
